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and excellent butter was obtained from it. 

The above statements are of interest, but while we 
would not recommend the foreing of cows to drink by 
adding salt to their food, we would at the same time 
insist that they should have free access to pure water 
at all times, and be allowed to drink all they want, 
and not, as we fear is too often the case, compelled to 
suffer for water. Attention to this matter is sure to 
bring its reward by a large increase in the yield of 
milk.

Importance of Water for Milch Cows. 


From observation we have long been satisfied that 
plenty of water is not only very essential to the health | 
of milch cows, as it is indeed to that of all animals, | 
but it contributes largely to the flow of milk. We | 
have noticed this more especially during the long con- 
tinued and severe snow storms of the present winter, 
when it was impossible for us to water our cow but | 
once a day, and from being obliged then, in some in- | 
stances, to carry water to her in the stable, she did | 
not geta sufficient amount, We have never made| 
any experiments to show what the actual yield of milk | 
per day has been when she has had as much water, | 
twice a day, as she wanted—compared with what the 
yield has been when drinking but Very little water 
for two or three days in succession, but the difference 
has been so great; so plainly perceptible, and so clear- 
ly attributed to the abundance or absence of pure | 
water to drink, that there was no mistaking it. We 
believe a plentiful supply of pure water to be one of 
the most essential aids to the production of milk, and 
hesitate not in saying that six pailfulls of water, with 
4 plenty of good hay, per day, would produce one- 
third more milk than half the amount of water, the 
same amount of hay and a quart of meal, per day. 
We think the difference in this ratio. 

We have been led to the above remarks from read- 
ing in a recent number of the JVation, an article on 
the influence of water on the production of milk, em- 
bodying the experiments upon the matter made by 
Dr. Dancel, of the French Academy of Sciences. He 
found that by inviting cows to drink large quantities 
of water, the quantity of milk yielded by them could 
be increased several quarts per day, without mate- 
Fan aadaring ite quality; and that the milk obtained 
is approx ly proportioned to the of wa- 
ter drank. Cows which, when pie pen fal fod- 
der, gave only from nine to twelve quarts of milk per 
day, at once produced from twelve to fourteen quarts 
daily when their food was moistened by mixing with 
it from eighteen to twenty-three quarts of water per 
day. Besides this water taken with the food, the ani- 
mals were allowed to drink at the same intervals as 
before, and their thirst was éxcited by adding 
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fedder small quantity of salt. The milk produced. imported

Cider for “ Mixing.’’ 


Messrs. Eprrogs :—At this season of the year it 
often happens that farmers, as well as city people be- 
come short for mizing, (sour milk or buttermilk) 
which can be remedied in a great measure by the use 
of cider, using saleratus. I had occasion to take din- 
ner at @ place lately, where they had no ‘“‘mixing,”’ 
and were out of what most cooks consider indispensa- 
ble articles in bread making, saleratus or cream tar- 
ter. They mixed up commen flour with boiled cider 
and water, baked it quickly in a roll pan ina hot 
oven. The bread was light and nice. Boiled cider or 
vinegar diluted with water will answer. Bread made 
this way must be baked quickly in roll pans, or bis- 
cuit form in a hot oven. Will some of your readers 
try it and report progress through the Farmer.

This is not always the case, for sometimes when one 
or the other is of much purer blood the offspring takes 
the character of but one. The main object or special 
purpose for which the breeder is aiming should be 
kept in view, and if increased size is desired let it be 
done by degrees, not by violent erosses; if the mare is 
low let him use a stallion a trifle higher, not a tall, 
leggy one. Some small but roomy mares will bear to 
be bred to larger stallions, but as a general rule the 
mare,should be largest so as to fully develop the foal. 
It is considered to be a fally established principle that 
the female should be relatively larger than the male. 
This is a maxim laid down by the best authorities on 
breeding. A writer says, ‘When the male is much 
k than the female, the ofspcing ts of an imper- 
fect form. When the female is disproportionately 
small, the quantity of nowrishment she affords is in- 
sufficient for her offspring both before and after its 
birth—this being an inherent defect, it remains weak 
through life. . 

If these principles are true, it follows that crossing 
large males with small females will produce small 
lungs, feeble constitutions, imperfect form, large bones 
with the heaviest end dewa, weak joints, and nothing 
valuable. By judicious selections of parents, liberal 
feeding and careful using of the mare while in foal, 
and proper care of the colt, the size may be increased 
without imparing the symmetry or constitution. 

The selection of a stallion is of much importance. 
There should be mutual adaptation to the particular 
mare. He should be perfectly sound and free from 
vicious habits. His ancestors should be of a stock 
that have excelled in the class the breeder is seeking 
to produce. It is well known that the good or bad 
points of the progenitors of the sire or dam are as 
likely to appear again in the offspring, as those of the 
immediate pareat in whom they are dormant; so they 
are as likely to get stock like some ancestor as them- 
selves. Hence the rule in breeding, that like pro- 
duces like or the likeness of seme ancestor. As agen- 
eral thing this rule is but little heeded, especially on 
the side of the dam, while every one will acknowledge 


~ | it to be correct, If the pedigree is good on the side of 


the sire, nothing more is asked. My experience has 
been that the dam of the stallion exerts more influence 
on his offspring than his sire. This is contrary to the 
generally received opinion and the golden rule of 
**blood from the sire, beauty from the dam.”’ I have 
known many fine horses from the best of sires, who 
have been very indifferent stock getters, simply be- 
cause they inherited bad blood from their dams. 

I will take two well known horses to illustrate the 
influence of the dam on the stock of the stallion.— 
The old Drew horse was from a trotting mare of high 
breeding, part thoroughbred (Messenger) by a colt 
said to be of Morgan descent that was sold and no 





| that much has been written upon this subject, and do 
| not expect to offer mach that is new or original, but 
| having been engaged in raising colts for a few years, 
; and giving the subject some thought, [ propose in this | 
pper to give the result of my observation and expe- 

rience, rather than attempt to form a perfect theory, 

or lay down arbitrary rales for the regulation and ob- 

servance of others. 

That our horses are not what they should be, and 
what they might be, if the true principles of breed- 
ing were well understood and properly attended to, is 
evident from the large number of ordinary animals 
compafed with the really fine ones. There isno dou¥t 
but they might be bred to the standard of the best. 
Among wild horses we find them assuming one type 
in each locality ; this is because the laws of nature 
are not interfered with. ‘So in the domestic state we 
might breed them to one type, if the proper laws were | 
observed. The first question to be considered is this : | 
What kind of an animal do we want? 

To answer this we must find what kind the market 
demands, the cost of raising the different classes and 
those best adapted to our soil and climste. A horse 
for light and quick work is now generally wanted since 
railroads have become so common in New England. 
A good driving horse weighing from nine to ten hun- 
dved, brings as much as a work horse that will weigh 
twelve or fourteen hundred, and sells much quicker. 
The light horse is fit for market one or two years 
younger, and is better adapted to our soil and climate, 
being more hardy and les3 liable to assidents in our 
rough and rocky pastares. The horse is an aaimal 
that adapts himself to his situation; in proof of this 
we find the Shetland Pony on those bleak islands a 
mere pigmy beside his brother the Clydesdale of the 
sheltered vale. Not that we should reed ponies or 
undersized horses because our climate is vigorous, but 
rather should we be careful that they do not deteriorate 
in that direction. As roadsters and trotters are more 
generally useful we will take this class as our standard. 

I am aware that it is common and quite popular to 
cry out against breeding for speed, and say we are 
ruining our horses by so doing ; but does any one be- 
lieve the horse “‘Gen. Knox’’ would be any the less 
valuable for a farmer’s horse, a grocer’s wagon, ora 
butcher’s cart on occotiat of his speed, or that ‘*Moc- 
Clellan’’ would not make a good livery or gentleman’s 
driving horse, because he can trot a mile in less than 
two minutes and forty seconds? Neither was ‘‘Flora 
Temple”’ the less valuable for a let horse before her 
8 was known. Speed isa test of power and al- 
most the least valuable of all, for the horse that can 
carry & load ten miles while another is going five, or 
do a journey of sixty miles in a day, with the same 
ease that another does thirty, is worth twice as much 
independent ef fancy or amusement. 

A celebrated writer says, speaking of the thorongh- 


one knew what became of him. He inherited from his 
dam the qualities which made him eminent as a stock 
getter. I think [am safe in saying that no horse in 
New England has been the sire of so many fine trot- 
ters and roadsters, with the same class of mares, for 
be it remembered that his services were always at a 
comparatively low rate, and most of his colts were 
from ordinary mares. His steck have the characteris- 
tics of the Thoroughbred in their clean heads and 
limbs and light manes and tails. 

The stock of Gen. Knox resembles ths Hamiltonians 
more than the Black Hawks, hisdam and grand-dam 
being Hamiltonian. I know nothing of her but pre- 
dict that his stock will be successful or not, as his dam 
was well bred or otherwise. 


Farmers are often imposed upon by horse dealers 
and men who travel about the country with stallions. 
They precare some cheap animal, hire a man who can 
talk horse, and don’t care what he says, or go them- 
selves according as they have any conscience or rep- 
utation, give some high sounding name and tramp up 
a pedigree; they tell the farmer of his wonderful per- 
formances, and offer his services at a very low rate. 
The horse is fat and well groomed, and thinking he 
can’t do better, it is convenient and will save his go- 
ing five or ten miles, and paying five or ten dollars 
more, he don’t know bat this horse is as good as the 
other, so he allows his mare to be served. Perhaps he 
has saved ten dollars by so doing; let us see what the 
usual result is and how much more he makes than the 
man who takes his mare to a horse that is known and 
has a reputation. He wants to sell his colt at wean- 
ing time, and is offered twenty dollars for him, while 
the other sells his for fifty. Or they raise them up to 
five or six years old; one sells for one hundred and 
fifty dollars, the other three hundred; one just pays 
for raising, the other pays a profit of one hundred and 
fifty dollars. It is bad policy to travel with a good 
stallion from place to place, standing in three or four 
different in a week from five to twenty miles 
apart. He is apt to have his procreative powers too 
strongly taxed, besides, the excitement of being in a 
new place tells on his vital energy. This overtaxing 
of a stallion’s powers is too common a fault. It is bet- 
ter to pay more to sustain good horses than to patron- 
ize low priced and hard rua stallions. 

But the greatest failure in breeding horses is in the 
lack ef good sound brood mares. If the farmer raises 
a really fine mare he thinks she is too valuable to 
breed from, so he sells her and breeds from some un- 
dersized, broken-winded, ringboned, spavined mare 
that is good for nothing else, as he says. She is bet- 
ter for anything else than breeding. We shall never 
improve the general character of our horses uatil the 
best females only are kept for breeding. Lameness 
arising from aczident, of course is not transmissable,

While we should nét go to 
this extreme, it gives us a hint that is valuable in rais- 
ing common horses. Grain gives them more animal 
spirits and causes them to take more exercise which 
develops their muscles. 

A colt should not get fat before he has attained his 

wth, if he does become so at two or three years old, 

e is very sure to be deficient in muscles, therefore the 
colt should have such food as will excite his nerves and 
give him bone and muscle rather than fat. “Another 
mistake is confining them to closely in winter. How 
often do we see them confined ina pen just 
enough for them te turn ai in, there to remain 
all winter, or, perhaps hitehed in a narrow stall and 
only led out once or twice a day te water, and this is 
all the exercise they have for seven or eight months. 
If he was an animal intended for meat this might be 
rational management, but for an animal whose value 
consists in his muscular power this seems absurd. The 
colt is turned out in the spring tottering on his feeble 
limbs and is very liable in his gambels to sprain some 
of his tender ligaments so as te make him a cripple 
for life. If he does not he will not take as much 
exercise as he otherwise would and becomes fat and 
lazy, and never make the horse he would if he had 
proper exercise. The better t is to let 
them have an open yard, with a warm houseor pen to 
go into in cold weather. If this is not convenient they 
should be turned loose two or three hours each day 
where they can run and play. I believe this want of 
exercise is one of the sources from which we get our 
lame and feable horses. 

Dootoring, burning lampas, &c., in which some de- 
light is all folly. If a horse is really sick, eall a vet- 
enary surgeon if one is near, if not, give him good 
nursing, and let alone the thousand and one quack 
nostrums in vogue. [once knew a man to employ a 
dentest to file of his colts teeth, to make them even 
with the new ones when he had shed them. Burning 
lamps of colts fs all nonsense and on par with cutting 
the tail and boaring the horns of a cow for every imag- 
inary ill. If a colt looks rough and out of condition, 
it is said, his lampas are down and he is led away to 
the blacksmiths and the bars of his mouth next his 
teeth are roasted’and seared until they are a hard crisp. 
Yuu may look in the mouth of another colt that is de- 
ing well and will find his lampas down the same as the 
others. I never had the lampas of but one colt seared 
and will never have another. The practice is so com- 
mon that [ will quote some authority beside my own 
experience Dr. Dodd in his ‘*Modern Horse Dootor’’ 
says, ‘So long as horse ewners believe lampas to be a 
disease and men can be found to burn it out as it is 
sometimes termed, just so long will the barbarism con- 
tinue—let it be understood that the bars or ridges of a 
horses mouth corresponds to the hard palate in man, 
which every one knows is not very sensitive and there- 
| fore cannot be the cause of ill health nor prevent the 
animal from masticating his food. Hence the practice 
of burning the bars is unnecessary barbarity which 
should not be countenanced.’’ The writer goes on to 
quote from other authors showing the absurdity of the 
practice. Neariy all the medicine a colt requires, is 
regu'ar salting and a little sulpher sprinkled into the 
hair about the mane and tail occasionally to keep off 
vermin. 

From these thoughts we draw the following conclu- 
sions. The breeder should have a well defined object 
in view at the start, and select animals to breed from, 
whose ancestors and themselves Pon the qualities 
most desired in the progeny. That to improve our 
roadsters and trotters we should select medium and 
good sized mares, and cross them with medium sized 
and compact stallions, using no large, ow-geen sires 
thinking to impreve the breed. I know of no objec- 
tion to “tin and in’’ breeding unless the family are de- 
ficient in some important particular, then to breed ‘‘in 
and in*’ would be folly. e should not rely much 
upon any one point, however excellent, but should 
take into account, purity of blood, size, form, family 
or hereditary qualities, both valuable and defective, 
and unite as many good points as possible. It will 
cost the farmer who raises a colt occasionally, no more 
to raise a good one than an ordinary one, while with 
him who makes it a speciality there is all the differ- 
ence between a success and a failure. Our horses are 
bred too much on the haphazzard principal without 
aim or | gwen rule. Let us have thoroughbred trot- 
ters and thoroughbred draft horses i of the mon- 
grels we now produce.

There is no State in the Union which has richer ma-, 
terials for its early history than that of Maine, Very, 
soon after the discovery of America by Columbus, nav- 
igators explored the shores of the whole continent, 
and mapped it out. A map has recently been brought 
to light which embraced the Atlantic coast of the 
United States as far south as to include ee 
Mexico, which was the result of an exploration 
Verazano in 1524. It may interest the curious reader 
to know that what constitutes one third of the Atlan- 
tie border was first known by the name of Vorembega. 
It is mentioned by Milton in his Paradise Lost. Lat- 
terly, the name has been restricted to an imaginary 
city, supposed to have existed in the vicinity of Ban- 
gor, and the Bangorians have perpetuated the name 
in their City Hall. 

At the recent meeting of the Maine Historical Soci- 
ety, an interesting recital was made by Frederick Kid- 
der, Esq. of Boston, of recent diseoveries made by him 
in our revolutionary history in the eastern part of 
Maine. Eastern Maine has hitherto been almost en- 
tirely » blank in its revolutionary period, but from the 
researches of Mr. Kidder, we have an interesting ac- 


and from adopting the cause of the British, and ia 
preventing the boundary line from being on the Pe- 
nobecet, instead of the St. Croix. Col, Allan kept » 
journal during all this period, which has recently been 
brought to light and will soon be published. . 

It must be borne in mind that the earlier historians 
of this State had but limited resources at their com- 
mand. They had ne access to the earlier maps and 
descriptions of voyages which have since been brought 
to light. Hence, many unavoidable mistakes were 
made which are now obvious. We still have much in- 
teresting matter ining to the history of Maine 
locked up in the atied ef the British and French 
governments, which will soon be laid open to the re- 
geerches of the historian. 

The history of Maine in the rebellion will be an 
impertant one. Every soldier could give a personal 
histery which in the lapse of years would be of inter- 
est. What would we give to have a full written his- 
tory of one soldier who served throughout the Revo- 
lutionary war with all its littleevery day life incidents. 
We have thousands of these little histories written by 
the soldiers and officers te their friends at home dur- 
ing the late war. These should all be preserved.— 
Every family having such letters should have them 
filed as preeious historical documents te be used by the 
future historian ; and we would here urge upon our 
readers who may have sueh documents to carefully 
preserve them, so that each household that sent forth 
a soldier, shall have a little history of its own during 
the rebellion. There never has been so much unpub- 
lished history of Maine at command as at the present 
time, and she will be fortunate when some painstaking 
historian shall arrange all the materials of her histe- 
ry in regular order. The history of the Aberigines 
alone would form an admirable volume that would 
find readers inevery household. The Maine Histori- 
cal Society has already done an exeellent work in re- 
covering the lost history of the State. It is a work of 
love for these things and not for money, that its mem- 
bers have been so much engaged inhis kind of labor, 
but it is cramped for the want of funds. We know 
not where the State could make even a@ liberal invest- 
ment tewards the accomplishment of so much towards 
elevating us as a State in the estimation of people 
abroad, as in endowing this Society with funds to en- 
able them to carry on their work. It must be done 
sooner or later ; the sooner, the more easily accom- 
plished. 

All that we know of other nations is what we learn 
from their histories, and what citizen of Maine would 
be willing to have our noble State sink into oblivion. 
Our histery will be all that will be left of us in a few 
years, and while, as humble individuals, we may de- 
sire a stone to mark the burial] spot of our bodies, we 
would have our deeds recorded in such a way that the 
whole world ean read them. Thiscan only be done by 
the hand of the historian. 





The sixth lecture of the 
course was delivered on Thursday evening, Feb. 7th, 
by G, T. Fletcher; subject: ‘‘The Northwest, Country 
and People.’’ The opening passages of the lecture 
were devoted to a description of the western tendency 
of civilization since the exodus of our first parents from 
Eden. The landing of the Pilgrims upon the bleak 
coast of Plymouth was providential, because it made 
New England what she is to-day, and it insured a 
hardy ancestry for the pioneers of the great West. 
The speaker gave a condensed but minute analysis of 
the agricultural and mineral resources of the valley of 
the Mississippi. The marvellous progress of the 
**heart of the nation’’ in population and wealth, was 
shown by statistics and illustratiens. The rise and 
growth of States and cities, the enterprise and intelli- 
gence of the inhabitants were portrayed with the en- 
thusiasm of one who has felt the stimulus of western 
life. The brilliant history of the West during the war, 
the uprising of h:r sons from prairie and valley, their 
heroic valor upon every field of blood, was eloquently 
deseribed. The lecturer paid a touching tribute to 
the memory of Lincoln, the noblest son of the West, 
who was followed by a weeping nation to his grave in 
the prairies. The close of the lecture presented a 
bright picture of the Nation’s fature in the ages to 
come. The lecture was the result of much investiga- 
tion and observation, and contained a large amount of 
information in regard to the western country and 
people. The style of delivery was forcible and clear.

dent, Hon, J. W. Bradbury, and Dr. Ballard exhibited 
@ worn, leather-covered book, of about two hundred 
‘42 mo. pages, it béing the Journal and Orderly book 
of Daniel Meritt, of York, Me., @lerk of Capt. Joseph 
Holt’s company, on service at Crown. Polat and Fort 
Wm. Henry, at the close of the French war in 1756; 
reading several extracts from the same. He also ex- 
hibited a manuscript journal kept by Joseph Moody, 
commonly known as “Handkerchief Moody,”” in 
1720 and succeeding years. The journal was written 
in characters which no one had ever been able to deci- 
pher, and it was supposed it was written in Latin. A 
specimen of the old continental currency of the Revo- 
lution was also shown to those present. 

Dr. Ballard then read a paper on the Indian names 
of rivers in Maine, from Mt, Desert to Saco, as de- 
scribed in an early work relating to this country known 
as “Purchas, his Pilgrimage,’ and endeavored to lo- 
cate them according to their present names. The pa- 
per was ingenious and interesting, and was discussed 
by the members at some length. 

The next paper was read by Dr. Ballard, the Secre- 
tary of the Society, and embraced « biographical and 
historical sketch of Thomas Purchas, the first settler 
on the Androscoggin, who came to this country in 
1608, and whose remains now lie in the town of Tops- 
ham, where he died; notwithstanding the generally 
and heretofore received opinion that he went to Eng- 
land and did not return to this country. He suggest- 
1 the propriety of the Society’s erecting a plain but 
appropriate monument over his grave. 

A resolution approving the efforts of the Association 
of Editors and Publishers, in preparing a history of 
the newspaper press of Maine, was presented by Dr. 
True, and, on motion of Hon. John A. Poor, adopted. 

The Secretary read a letter from A. R. Spofford, 
Librarian of Congress, transmitting his report on the 
Library of Peter Force, and on motion of Mr. Poor, 
a memorial urging upon Congress the importance of 
purchasing the library and retaining it entire as the 
property of the Nation, was voted to be transmitted to 
our Senators and Representatives in Congress, as the 
sense of the Scciety. 

Hon. E. L. Hamlin of Bangor, then exhibited a 
large collection of Indian relics from the collection of 
the Bangor Historical Sosiety, (which already num- 
bers nearly seven huadred,) These were examined 
with a great deal of interest by those present; after 
which Mr. Hamlin gave a yery interesting account of 
the early geography of the northern couatry, includ- 
ing our own State, going back as far as 1582, and 
illustrated by copies of several very early and rare 
maps. The Society then adjourned until evening. 

In the evening, the President of the Society, Hon. 
Edward E. Bourne, of Kennebunk, read an interest- 
ing and instructive paper on the objects of the Society 
and similar associations, the value of historical mate- 
rials, especially of those often regarded of no impor- 
tance by people in general, and the necessity for their 
preservation, closing by reviewing the work already 
accomplished by the Society, and making an appeal 
for a greater interest in its behalf and in the treasur- 
ing up of the materials for history. 

A discussion took place in regard to the documents 
relating to the early history of the State, on deposit in 
the State Paper offices in London and Paris, and 
to procuring copies of the same for the Society. 
A small appropriation for this purpose has been made 
by the State, and Gen. Brewn, a commissioner to the 
Paris Exposition, has been authorized by Gov. Cham- 
berlain to procure copies of such documents as may be 
of interest or importance, concerning our early history. 

Mr. Frederick Kidder of Buston, made some inter- 
esting statements in regard to his researches relating 
to the revolutionary history of Eastern Maine, to which 
allusion is made in another article. 

Some further discussion occurred upon the impor- 
tance of a careful preservation of everything relating 
to the part Maine took in subduing the rebellion, as 
in time it will become of value as a matter of history. 

The Society has published six volumes of its collec- 
tions, the last one having been given to the public in 
1859. It has now on hand a large amount of materi- 
al, and it is constantly increasing. A volume would 
have been published before, had there been suf- 
ficient funds for the purpose; and we are glad the Society 
appointed a committee to bring the wants of the Soci- 
ety to the attention of the Legislature, and solicit their 
aid in establishing a publication fund, so that the So- 
ciety can hereafter publish a volume of its collections 
annually.

Porrtaxp & Kennesec Ramnoav. From the re- 
port of the Directors and Treasurer of this road, pre- 
sented at the annual meeting, held at Brunswick on 
Monday of this week, we learn that its affairs are in a 
most successful condition, The Direotors’ report, pre- 
pared by Hon. RB, I President of the company, 
is a paper of much jet, reviews the business of the 
road during the past year, gives a history of the im- 
provements made, chronicles the connections of the 
road with other lines, and alludes to the new roads 
now , and their influence upon the future 
business and prosperity of the State. The trains over 
no passenger has sustained injury or suffered deten- 
tion, and their connections with other roads have been 
made with almost unerring certainty. The different 
‘trains during the year have run 309,481 miles, at o 
cost of $383,392.70, being about @1.28 per mile; the 
| gros earnings have been $576,404.59, of which $251,- 
485.78 have been for the transportation of passengers, 
$295,796.10 for freight, and $29,122.76 from other 
sources. This shows an increase of $41,896.24 over 
the earnings of the preceding year. The freight ac- 
count shows an increase of 34,252 tons, and an in- 
crease of receipts of $75,979.97. The working ex- 
penses of the road for the year are thus stated: Wood 
and coal used, $58,991.98; for maintaining the way, 
repairs of track, &c., $120,817.58; for locomotives, 
including repairs of cars and engines, and U. S. excise 
tax on car répairs, $95,070.06; expenses of running 
trains, exclusive of wood and coal, $42,298.17; ex- 
penses of maintaining stations, including repairs of 
buildings, and $1,937.89 for engine house at Bath, 
$44,632.09; salaries of officers, taxes, insurance, &c., 
$11,587.84. The freiglt transported over the road in 
1866, was 185,875.18 tons. The largest amount of 
freight carried in one month was.in Oct., viz.: 13,- 
$70.62 tons, and the least amount in one month, was 
in February, viz.: 8,880.32 tons. The total amount 
received for carrying freight was $295,796,10. The 
number of passengers carried during the year was 
278,179; the largest number, 88,548, being carried 
in August, and the smallest pumber, 17,238, in the 
month of January. The report of the commissioners 
on the sinking fund, shows that the amount in their 
bonds in cash and investments estimated at par, July 
Slst, was $249,138 86. 

New passenger depots have been built at Augusta 
and Gardiner; a new engine house and turn table at 
Bath; a new track scale has been put in at Brunswick; 
twenty-two miles of track have been raised with gravel; 
ever thirty miles of new fence has been built; five 
hundred and twenty-five tons of new rails, and three 
hundred tons of repaired rails have been laid; water 
tanks have been constructed at Freeport, Bowdoin- 
ham and Augusta; fourteen hundred feet of bank wall 
have been built; three bridges have been repaired; 
twenty-five new freight cars have been built, and 
twenty-two repaired; repairs have been made on two 
hundred and thirty-six other cars; two new and pow- 
erfal first-class engines have been put upon the road, 
and one rebuilt; and a contract has been made for 
thirty-three new freight cars. This shows, briefly, 
what improvements have been made to the road, and 
the additions made to the rolling stock during the 
year, and isan evidence not only of the increasing 
business and popularity of the road, but of the excel- 
lent management that characterizes every department 
of its affairs. 





Tue Proposep ENLARGEMENT or THE State Hovse. 
In the proceedings of the Senate of Monday, 4th inst, 
will be found an order introduced by Mr. Perkins of 
Kennebec, directing the Committee on Public Build- 
ings to consider the expediency of legislative action in 
relation to the enlargement of the State House. The 
necessity for such enlargement is briefly set forth in 
the remarks of Mr. Perkins in introducing the order, 
and more particularly in the following extract from a 
letter in the Boston Journal, by the Augusta corres- 
pondent of that paper. He says: 
‘Some of the principal reasons urged for the en- 
largement are as follows: The valuablenegs and im- 
rtance of the archives and the manifest unsafe con- 
ition in which they are to-day, and scattered as they 
are throughout the building for want of a suitable 
place for their deposit. The loss alone of the war rec- 
ords would be net only an irreparable one to the State, 
but almost a national calamity. The rooms used for 
the library are not only in an inaccessible place in case 
of fire, (being in the top of the building and reached 
only by « narrow flight of stairs) but are more or less 
exposed to the ruinous effects of storms, which not in- 
frequently, in the case of rain, beat through the roof 
and skylight and cause no inconsiderable damage to 
books and valuable documents. Should the building 
take fire, it would be utterly impossible to save the 
library, owing to its locality. It contains 27,000 vol- 
umes, mostly valuable law works, the value of which 
is estimated by the State Librarian to be not less than 
$200,000. In order to-insure safety to this and other 
roperty in the building, it is proposed to make the 
ower story of the extension absolutely fire proof. 
This story will be twenty-two feet high, corresponding 
te that of the present edifice, and is designed to con- 
‘tain a library room on the south side with suitable al- 
coves and galleries, the apartment to be similar to 
that in the Massachusetts State House. The length of 
this story, inclusive of the ing room it contains, 
will be eighty-two feet, and its width thirty-four. 
The north side, separated by a hall eighty-two feet by 
twelve feet in width, is designed to contain an office 
for the Adjutant General, twenty-four by thirty-four, 
and three large and convenient committee rooms. The 
upper floor, which occupies the entire height of the 
extension, will contain the Representatives’ Hall, fifty 
by cighty-two feet. It will be roomy and perfectly 
ventilated. It will be lighted from overhead. Single 
desks will be provided for members, the passage ways 
between the divisions being four feet wide. Capacious 
and easily accessible galleries, supported by Corinth- 
ian columns, will be included. Committee rooms will 
extend on either side of the hall, four on each side, 
entrance-to-which will be from the hall, and a vesti- 
bule thirteen by eighty-four feet. Should the propos- 
ed extension become a fixed fact, it is thought the 
present Representatives’ Hall will be used as the Sen- 
ate Chamber, in which event their present chamber 
would be used for the sn = i of a State Cabinet, a 
room which is greatly needed. The present offices of 
the Secretary of State and Adjutant General will be 
thrown into one rvom, also the offices of the Treasurer 
and Land Agent, as was originally intended when the 
building was constructed; these rooms are to be fire 
proof and better to meet the necessities re- 
quired. The extension will make the form of the 
building that of a Roman cross, measuring transverse- 
ly and vertically the same, or one hundred and fifty 
feet. 





Tue Insana Hosprrat. In the House of Represen- 
atives on Monday last, a resolution was introduced 
by Mr. Frye of Lewiston, for the investigation of 
charges made against the management of the State 
Insane Hospital, by a member of the present Legisla- 
ture, and a former patient in the institution. The re- 
solve proposes the appointment by the Legislature, of 
a commission consisting of three competent and disin- 
terested citizens of the State, whose duty it shall be to 
thoroughly investigate the condition, management and 
affairs of the Institution, including all acts of its of- 
ficials and subordinates, the treatment and condition 
of the patients, &e., &c. The resolution was adopted 
without & division. The charges alluded to have been 
for several weeks in circulation, and the Committee of 
the Legislature has had the subject under investiga- 
tion. The action of the House, however, relieves them 
from further consideration of the matter. It is not 
necessary for us to say, that Dr. Harlow, the estima- 
ble Superintendent of the Institution, desires and 
courts the fullest investigation of all charges made 
against its management and condition, and will afford 
every facility in his power for the prosecution of the 
labors of the Commission to that end. 





Fatat Acctpent. A correspondent at East Vassal- 
boro’ informs us of the sudden death on the 4th inst., 
sf Mr. Franeis Wing, an estimable young man of that 
place, by an unfortunate accident. He was assisting 
in transferring wheel-hubs from the manufactory of 
Wing & Co., and one of the workmen by the name of 
Crosby let fall a hub from the upper room, just as Mr. 
Wing was leaving the foot of the stairs below. The 
hub struck him on the top of the head, producing a 
fatal concussion. He lingered a few hours, and ex- 
pired.

Without indicating at present the steps by which 
this conclusion was reached, we will simply say that 
these and other facts threw suspicion upon a negro 
man, somewhere about 20 years of age, who has been 
at work somé months in a shoe manufactory at West 
Auburn, something over halt a mile distant. This 
negro man had been arrested prevignsly , bet nothing 
appearing against him he had discharged. — 

The negro man was therefore arrested in and 
confined in Auburn Jail. Suffice it to say that as the 
result of the investigations of the detective and officers, 
they were able to lay before the negro certain devel- 
opments which led to a full confession that he was one 
of the engaged in the commission of this dia- 
bolical crime, and the further statement that a white 
man was concerned with him in the double murder. 

The negro confessed all the circumstances of the 
crime, particularizing the manner in which admission 
was gained to the house and the crime committed. 
Investigations are now in progress for the purpose of 
testing the truth of the confessions. The white man 
implicated by the negro, was arrested, but thus far 
denies all knowledge of the crime. 

Harris’ signatao’to his long and awful confession 
is plainly written, but in a somewhat tremulous way. 
It is a terrible document to subscribe to, as the issue 
will show. 

A public examination of the case will probably be 
made within a week or two, or as soon as the Detec- 
tives finish the business they are engaged in. 

The Lewiston Journal of Saturday last contains a 
synopsis of the confession of the negro, giving all the 
material facts connected with the ineeption and com- 
mission of the bloody tragedy. There is one thing, 
however, in these terrible details which mitigates in 
some degree-the horror of the crime, and that is the 
absence of all allasion to the fact, which was stated in 
the origina] account of the murder, that the body of 
one of the unfert@nate dead women had been brutally 
violated. Nothing of the kind appears in the pub- 
lished confession. The statement in the Journal is as 
follows: 


In general terms it may be stated that the negro 
says that the subject was broached to him on the even- 
ing of Wednesday while returning from Lewiston, by 
the man whom he implicates in the confession, who 
held out to him the inducement that Mrs. Kinsley had 
a large amount of money in her house. 


In brief the confession represents that while the 
particular object of entering the house was robbery, 
he had no idea that murder was intended, or would 
be found necessary, however it may have been with 
the accomplice. Other circumstances indicate that 
the accomplice foresaw the possibility of having to re- 
sort to this extreme wickedness, and provided the 
means for it. In short that the plan was to have the 
money any way,and if he could make the woman tell 
where it was and get away without their recognizing 
the parties engaged in the robbery, then the inmates 
were not to be killed. Butif they were roeognized, 
thea both women were to be put out of the way. 

The negro proceeds at first to give an account of 
his movements Wednesday evening of the night of the 
murder, substantially as already reported in these col- 
umns. He came to this city with Mr. W. H. Keith’s 
horse and sleigh, alone, visited several friends, ob- 
tained a pint bottle full of whiskey, and fortified him- 
self with four drinks during the evening, leaving this 
city to return home about nine o’clock, where he ar- 
rived near the hour of ten. Mr. Keith lives about 
halfa mile beyond the place of the murder. After 
taking care of the horse he went to his room at Mr. 
Keith’s, and soon all was quiet in the house and all 
peacefully sleeping but the negro, who, excited with 
liquor, was awaiting the hour of midnight, appointed 
as the time to execute the bloody work.

The accomplice seized a chair and struck Mrs. Kins- 
ley with it over the head, demanding to know Where 
the money was. At first Mrs. K. said that “her 
daughter had all the money with her down to Lewis- 
ton.”” The negro then appeared upon the stage, and 
the demand was repeated, when she indicated that it 
was at the head of her bed, in a closet at that place. 

The negro then opened the passage way door leading 
from the bed-room into another room at the right, and 
searched the passage way in every part, but could find 
nothing. The money was really in a trunk 6n a bu- 
reau in the room beyond, and there was a second 
door in the passage way opening directly into the 
room. ‘The negro aan f it, supposing that the pas- 
sage way only a closet, while it was both a closet and 
& passage way. While the negro was searching for the 
money, Polly Casweli, aroused by the cry, came out 
into the sitting room, and proceeded to the mantel 
piece where she was trying to light a lamp. 

The accomplice, hearing Polly coming out, left the 
bedside of Mrs Kinsley, the latter being partially in- 
sensible, and passing out of the bed room—leaving 
the negro there—stealthily tip-toed up behind Polly, 
who stood back to by the mantle piece, and struck her 
on the head with, as is sup , the hatchet. This 
felled her to the floor; and the accomplice left her sup- 
posing she was dead. 

The accomplice then returned to the bed room, and 
demand was again made for the money, but no re- 
sponse was received. Mrs. Kinsley was still alive, but 
perhaps in a swoon. Her pockets and the closet were 


again searched. 

At this point Polly, who had been left for dead, by 
the mantel-piece, was discovered up and moviug across 
the floor tewards her_room, her white night clothes 
making her visible in the dim moonlight. The negro 
went out totakdcare of her, and seizing a chair,— 
struck her and gt last felled her in the door-way, 
where she was found. 

Returning to.Mrs. Kinsley’s bed-room, the negro 
found that the accomplice had made way with Mrs. K. 
by stabbing her in the neck. The negro was then 
sent for a light—all the transactions above detailed 
having been in the dark. He proceeded to the kitch- 
en, but im trying to obtain a match, he upset the 
match-box and it turned out that neither of the mur- 
derers could light a lamp. Having satisfied them- 
selves of this, after some immaterial incidents, they 
set down together upon the lounge in the sitting room 
and talked uver the money matter. 

After sitting there a short time, the negro said ‘It 
is of no use to stay here, we can’t find the money.” 
Whereupon they both arose and left the house by the 
back door. 

The negro asserts that when he entered the house 
he had not the least idea that murder was contem- 
plated, but when the work was commenced he says 
“she did his part.’’ 

The negro says there was no attempt to set fire to 
the buildings. ‘he detective was satisfied previously 
from the inspection of the pile of burnt wood found 
in the shed, that it was simply something taken from 
@ stove. 

There was no light in the house during the exe- 
cution of the terrible tragedy, and no attempt on the 
part of the murderers to wash themselves there or 
divest themselves of any clothing. 

It was about 2 o’clock A. M., when the murderers 
finished their work.

Mr. Blaine 
has given notice of his intention to ¢all up the bill to 
reimburse the loyal States for advances made and ex- 
penses incurred in raising volunteers for service in 
the Union army during the late war. The amount 
thus proposed to be reimbursed to the States is $475,- 
000,000, a large portion of which has assumed the 
form of oppressive debt, and as the entire outlay was 
mode for the common cause of the Union, it consti- 
tutes an equitable claim on the common treasury of 
the nation. 

The bill proposes that there shall be reimbursed by 
the United States to each of the States that furnished 
troops to the Union army, and also to the several Ter- 
ritories and the District of Columbia, a sum equal to 
fifty-five dollars for each man duly enlisted into the 
miiitary or naval service of the United States during 
the late war, the total number being reduced to a 

uniform standard of three years’ service, viz:
